New City Council Takes 
Office At Whitesburg 


An even dozen spectators 
were on hand at the Whites- 
burg City Hall Monday night 
as the new Council of the city 
took office and held its first 
meeting of the term to which 
it was elected in November. 

New members Smith Setzer, 
Jack Blair, Walter Enlowe, 
Arthur Dixon, Ed Williams, 
and Don Brown were sworn 
into office by Police Judge M. 
C. Fields. Mayor Arthur 
Banks had been sworn in pre 
viously by County Judge 
Robert Collins. 

Immediately after the new 
members took office the meet- 
ing got underway with Mayor 
Banks discussing the financial 
situation of the Town. 

In his report, the Mayor 
listed the sources of revenue 
upon which the Council must 
depend until tax collecting 
time. These sources, he 
stated, are (1) occupational li- 
censes (2) Police Court (3) 
parking meters and (4) conr 
mercial garbage charge. 

He noted the fact that the 
Police Court has not been 
paying its own way and said 
this matter must be rectified. 
The meter ordinance also has- 
n’t been enforced Mayor 
Banks said, and he positively 
stated that the ordinance 
would be enforced in the fu- 
ture. 

When it came to hiring the 
City Clerk, Mayor Banks 
stated that the City has been 
paying three-fourths of the 
Clerk’s salary while the Clerk 
has been working for both the 
city and the water commission. 
He asked that the water com- 
mission and the city each pay 
half the Clerk’s salary. 

Coy Holstein, who repres- 
ented the water commission at 
the meeting, said he would 
have to take the matter up 
with the other commissioners. 
It was decided to re-hire City 
Clerk Earl Day at the same 
salary he had been receiving 
for a period of one month... 
during which time the water 
commission is to study the 
Mayor’s proposal. " 

The Council voted unanr 
mously to keep Remious Day 
as Fire Chief of the City at 
the same _ salary. Orville 
Caudill was re-hired-as truck 
driver and LeRoy Fields was 
named City Attorney. 

The hardest positions for 
the Council to fill were those 
of Chief of Police and night 
policeman. ‘At the opening of 
the meeting the members had 

voted four-two to cut the 
Chief’s salary from $275 to 
$225 and the night policeman’s 
salary from $225 
Arthur Dixon and Jack Blair 
were the dissenting votes. 

First Lindsay Polly was 
considered to retain his posi- 
tion as Police Chief and the 
majority of the Councilmen 
were for Mr. Polly. One 
member mentioned, however, 
that Chief Polly had stated 
that he couldn’t work for a 
lower salary and the Council 
decided to hire John M. Adams 
as Police Chief for a period 
of thirty days. 

Four votes were cast for re- 
taining Pearlie Fleming as 
night policeman. Two mem- 
bers didn’t vote. Mr. Fleming 
thanked the Council members 
but said that he couldn’t make 
out on the new salary set for 
the night policeman. Where- 
upon, the Council voted to hire 
Kenan Combs, who is now 
serving as turnkey at the 
county jail, as night police- 
man. Mr. Fleming will re- 
main on the job until February 
- 

The quickest decision of the 
night by Council members 
was to repeal the household

Chief Day Gives 


Year’s Fire Report 


During the past year, 1951, 
the Whitesburg Fire Depart- 
ment made a total of 26 fire 
runs in the city and seven out- 
side the corporation, Fire 
Chief Remious Day revealed 
today. 

Total fire loss to all the 
buildings was given as $4,200. 
Neither of the buildings was 
a total loss. 

The fire resulting in the 
most damage occurred at the 
Main Street Service Station. 
Damage on the building was 
given as $2000 and $1000 worth 
of contents were destroyed. 
This lone fire made up for 
$3000 of the $4200 total dam- 
age due to fires in 1951. 

Whitesburg, along with Haz- 
ard, Harlan and Pikeville, in 
this section, is rated in the 
seventh fire class. Since the 
Department needed only 1200 
feet of new hose and a 35 ft. 
section ladder to have a sixth 
class rating, the City Council 
placed an order for this addi- 
tional equipment. 

When the City is placed in 
the sixth fire class, fire insur- 
ance rates will be reduced 18 
percent. 

At the present, there is 
$52,000 worth of equipment in 
the Whitesburg Fire Depart- 
ment and all but about $500 
worth is paid for. Chief Day 
requests and urges everyone 
to come in and see the equip- 
ment their money has paid for.

Ranger Garnett Craft re- 
quested today that hunters be 
more careful about throwing 
cigarettes and matches down 
and be sure that campfires are 
‘completely distinguished.

He asked that any farmer 
having a tract to be burned off 
notify the ranger or a fire war- 
den so the ground can be in- 
spected before it is burned.

Over one hundred and fifty 
people gathered in the Letcher 
Circuit Courtroom early Mon- 
day morning, January 7, to 
witness the swearing-in cere 
monies of new officials of the 


Third Son Meets 
DeathByGunshot 


When Kirby J. Hamilton, 38, 
fell mortally wounded by gun- 
shot last Sunday evening at 
Bull Creek, near Cornetts- 
ville, he became the third son 
of Dow Hamilton to meet vio 
lent death by gunshot in the 
past five years. 

Bob Hamilton was the first 
of the brothers to be killed by 
gunshots. He was killed at 
Cornettsville on Christmas 
Eve, 1947. 

The following March after 
Bob was killed, brother Char- 
ley also fell victim to gunshot 
wounds at Cornettsville. Both 
had been ambushed. In addi- 
tion, two other brothers, Har- 
vey and Jim, had been serious- 
ly wounded in shooting 
affrays. 

Surviving brothers are Jim, 
Frank and’Ray, of Ulvah, 
Harvey, of Cornettsville, Bill 
of Whitesburg, and Riley, who 
is in the Air Corps, stationed 
in Texas. A_ sister, Nora 
Morrison, also survives. 

Kirby, who was killed about 
6:00 o’clock Sunday evening, 
was married to the former 
Tilda Adams, of Knott Coun- 
ty, and besides her, he leaves 
eight children to survive him. 
They are Wayne, Ida Mae, 
Ray, J. D., Robert, twins Faye 
and Kaye and Don. 

Accused of the shooting and 
charged with murder were 
Dewey Caudill, Sr., 44; his son, 
Dewey Caudill, Jr., 16 and 
Elmer Caudill, about 35. The 
three had called Perry Sheriff 
John Gross after the shooting 
and surrendered. 

Dewey Caudill, Sr. told 
officers that trouble between 
the Caudills and Hamiltons, 
who were neighbors, began 
two years ago. He said he 
had evicted Hamilton from a 
house to start the trouble. 

Later, Hamilton, was tried 
and acquitted on a charge of 
dynamiting the elder Caudill’s 
house. ! 

The elder Caudill told Perry 
County Attorney Tolbert 
Combs he was moving Sunday 
to another house about a mile 
down the creek from the 
Hamiltons when Hamilton 
accosted two of his children 
and said that the one truck 
load of furniture which had 
been moved would be enough. 

The shooting occurred later 
at the house into which the 
Caudills were moving. Caudill 
claimed Hamilton shot three 
times with an automatic. 
There were two slugs buried 
in the house. 

Hamilton had been shot 
about seven times. There 
were .22 calibre slugs in his 
back, right chest, and throat, 
and he had been hit by .32 
bullets in the left arm, throat 
and right leg. There were 
shotgun pellets in his left 
shoulder. 

He had evidently tried to 
hunker down behind a rock 
which sat beside a smoke 
house in front of the house 
from which the Caudill’s were 
said to have been firing. Death 
came instantly. 

Time of the funeral has not 
been anounced yet . . . pend- 
ing the arrival of Riley from 
the Army- Burial will be in 
the Caudill Cemetery at U. Z. 


court. 

Those in the audience ex- 
pecting’ to see Circuit Judge 
Courtney C. Wells sworn into 
office were waiting in vain for 
the new Judge had taken the 
oath of office before entering 
the court room. 


The oath was administered 
to Judge Wells by Circuit 
Court Clerk W. L. Stallard, 
Jr., who was rounding out his 
six year term of office before 
beginning the new term to 
which he was elected. 


In the courtroom cere- 
monies, Judge Wells adminis 
tered the oath of office to Com- 
monwealth Attorney elect 
Emmitt G. Fields and then 
swore Clerk Stallard into 
office. 

The swearing-in ceremonies 
began a little after 8: 00 o'clock 
and by the time they were 
over the court room was filling 
up rapidly. The crowd had 
increased to 200 when Judge 
Wells gave instructions to the 
Grand Jurors. 

In his instructions to the 
Grand Jury, Judge Wells said 
he didn’t know the bootlegging 
situation in Letcher County 
‘but he imagined there was 
bootlegging going on. 

“TJ don’t believe in it,” he 
said, “and the only way to 
keep a county dry is to enforce 
the laws.” 

The Judge noted that there 
was too much carrying of con- 
cealed deadly weapons in the 
county. He read the statute’ 
covering concealed weapons 
and warned that anyone his 
court found guilty of the 
offense would serve the sen- 
tence (two to five years). 

He firmly stated that under 
no circumstances would dead- 
ly weapons be delivered back 
to an owner who had been 
convicted for carrying such 
weapons. 

Judge Wells noted there is 
little rape in this county. “It 
is evident that the men here 
still respect womanhood,” he 
said. He also mentioned the 
fact that there isn’t a licensed 
gambling device in the county. 

A surprise to many of the 
people sitting in the court 
room was the Judge’s stern 
order that there would be no 
smoking or chewing in his 
courtroom. 

There was also’ less milling 
around in the court room as 
the new Judge asked that ail 
who could find seats do so. 

As of this date, no Master 
Commissioner has been named 
by the new Judge. N. Bax- 
ter Jenkins, young ..Letcher 
County lawyer, has been 
serving in the place of the old 
Commissioner, Emmett G. 
Fields, who is now Common- 
wealth’s Attorney for this dis- 
trict. Jenkins is expected to 
retain the position,

Policemens Salaries 


When city jgovernment officials start 
looking for corners to cut in order to make 
ends meet in their budget the first thought 
that seems to enter their minds is to cut the 
salary of police officers. 


The new Whitesburg Council is no dif- 
ferent from others in that respect as they 
showed at their first meeting together Mon- 
day night when a motion to cut the salaries 
of Whitesburg’s two policemen was carried 
by a four to two majority. 


As their salaries stood, the Chief was re- 
ceiving $275.00 per month and the night po- 
licemen $225. - . which were fairly livable 
salaries in these days of high prices and in- 
flation. 

The motion passed at the meeting Monday 
night cut the Chief $50.00 and the night po 
liceman $25.00. This makes the salaries of 
the two officers now stand at $225.00 and 
$200.00 per month. ; 

And the old familiar picture which may 

be found all over America crops up as our 
policemen, the very men who should be well 
paid, stand in line for the first salary cut 
when city officials start to save taxpayers 
money. 
It has always been the demand of good 
citizens and taxpayers that their policemen 
be of high quality, above reproach when it 
comes to bribes etc. “How.” We must ask 
ourselves, “can we expect to obtain and keep 
the best of police officers if we are not will- 
ing to pay for these men.” 

As one council member said as he ob- 
jected to the cuts, “You can get $150.00 police 
men, $175.00 policemen, $200.00 policemen 
and just about any price policemen you’d care 

ay for. 

* vo policemen, especially the one on 
night duty, need a car and should have an 
expense account for its upkeep. The city 
hasn’t seen fit to allow for such an account. 

We must agree with this councilman who 
said you get only what you pay for and in 
order to have officers who will give the 
maximum effort to their work we must make 
this work attractive and profitable. 


The new officers appointed by the Coun- 
cil are good men and we have confidence in 
their ability. At the present they haven't 
accepted their appointments and we are won- 
dering if maybe they won’t think a long time 
before obligating themselves to a position 
which offers the maximum in danger and the 
minimum in mercenary recompense. 

If they do accept, we can’t help but feel 
that perhaps they will always have their 
eyes open for better opportunities .... and 
we can’t blame them,

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A New Concept 
Of Giving 


The upward surge of polio during the 
last four years has been so marked that the 
National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
has had to develop a whole new concept in 
dealing with the disease. 

During the first decade of the organiza- 
tion’s existence, from 1938 through 1947, the 
nation experienced an average of ten to 
twelve thousand cases a year. In the past 
four years, however, that average has jump- 
ed to 33,000 cases a year. 

This new pattern of polio is best under- 
stood when it is realized that almost two- 
thirds of all March of Dimes funds spent on 
patient care since 1938 have been expended 
during the last four years alone. 

What would once have been thought a 
staggering epidemic must now be considered 
“normal” by the National Foundation. Tripled 
incidence has become the pattern of normal- 
cy with which the March of Dimes organ- 
ization is faced. 

How is the nation to meet this rising tide 
of polio, this new and widespread pattern of 
the only epidemic disease still on the increase 
in America? The only logical answer seems 
to be a whole new concept of giving. The 
reason for this is tragically clear. 

The last four years marked the four 
worst polio years in history, and one must 
go back to 1916 to find a caseload even ap- 

proaching incidence of such proportions 
More than $79,000,000 in March of Dimes 
funds were spent on patient care during this 
period in contrast to $41,000,000 expended 
during the whole previous decade. 

But patient care is only one facet of the 
fight against polio. The National Foundation 
must also spend vast sums on professional 
education—providing the skilled hands need- 
ed in the hospital wards and research labora- 
tories—and it must devote similarly signi 
ficant amounts for the research that will 
eventually make this crippling disease as rare 
as small pox, 

The irony of it is that just as the Na- 
tional Foundation has reached a point where 
the outlook seems definitely promising, it 
has been necessary to spend three-quarters of 
all March of Dimes funds for the actual care 
of the tens of thousands of children and 
adults annually stricken with the disease. 
During the past four years, 132,000 cases have 
been reported compared to 113,500 in the 
entire previous decade. 

To meet this situation—which scientists 
feel will continue until the final answer is 
found—all of us must recognize this new con- 
cept for what it is and counter it with a new 
concept of giving. Let’s get the job done— 
and quickly—by incrdasing our contribu- 
tions to the 1952 March of Dimes.
